One is of James Earl ^ Imow him well, spent days on end with him inside the 

maximum security jail and spoke extensively to his former associate in ciime and his 

brother and sister. Another is a so-called criticii hho is currently sxccai soaring on the 

clouds of his delusions and has become a menace to most others. ^ visualizes a conspiracy 

againiThim to preventing his "breaking the case wide open” aiid in some of his recent^ letters 

to another casts me in the role of ringleader. Last year it xa was as the main "psyope” 

operator against him. He is not in contact with reality on the assassination, either. V/hat

mjjy interest you uncle, or perhaps a domestic psychiatrist he may know, is that each time 
I i^rovG to him that his books are based on gross factual error, he Imagines the alteration 
of evidence, most recently the Zapruder film, to frustrate his "investigation" which is 
correct because he wants it to be and all else is wrong or phonied. He has a history of 
paranoia and I am certain other problems. He is also militant and determined and he has 
a publisher who has made much profit from his books I have retifled as High Trash 1 and

High Trash 2. High Trashiest 5 is due for October publication. I would think such a 
specimen could antrance those who study the worlcLngs of the mind.
